A Bili further to amend the Salary , Allowances and Pension of Members 

of Parliament Act, 1954 . 


BE it enacted by Parliament in the Forty - second Year of the Republic 
of India as follows:

1 . This Act may be called the Salary , Allowances and Pension of 
Members of Parliament (Second Amendment) Act , 1991. 

2 . În section 5 of the Salary , Allowances and Pension of Members 
of Parliament Act, 1954 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act ) , 

(a ) in sub -section ( 2 ) , after the words " performed by him " , the 
words, “ either alone or along with a companion ,” shall be inserted ; 

(b ) after Explanation II, the following Explanation shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" Explanation [ II. — For the purposes of sub -section ( 2 ) , any 
journey performed by the companion shall be added in 
computing the limit of sixteen journeys specified in the proviso 
to that sub -section ."

“ With effect from the commencenent of the Salary , 
Allowances and Pension of Members of Parliament 
( Second Amendment) Act, 1991, there shall be paid a pension 
of one thousand two hundred and fifty rupees per mensem to 
every person who has served for a period of live years whe 
ther continuous or not" ; 


( ii ) for the existing provisions, the following provisos shall 
he substituted , namely :-- 


" Provided that with effect from the commencenient of 
the Salary , Allowances and Pension of Members of Parlia 
ment (Second Amendment) Act, 1991, any person who has 

Served as aforesaid for a period which falls short of five 
years by not more than sixty days , shall also be paid a pension 
of one thousand two hundred and fifty rupees por mensem : 


Providied further that where any person has served as 
aforesaid for a period exceeding five years, there shall be 
paid to him an additional pension of one hundred rupees per 
mensen for every year in excess of five years subject to the 
condition that the maximum pension payable to a member 
shall not exceed five thousand rupees per mensem : 


Provided also that every person , who has served for any 
period as a member of the Provisional Parliament and who 
is not entitled to any pension under the foregoing provisions 
of this sub -section , shall , with effect from the commence 
mert of the Salary , Allowances and Pension of Meinbers of Par 
Hament (Second Amendment ) Act, 1991, he entitled to a pension 
of one thousand two hundred and fifty rupees per mensem ." ; 


(b ) for sub -section (3), the following sub -section shall be 
substituted , namely : 


" ( 3) Where any person entitled to pension under sub -section ( 1) 
is also entitled to any other pension 


( a ) as a member of a State Legislature; or 
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(b ) from the Central Government or any Stato Gov 
ernment or any corporation or body owned or controlled 
or financially aided by the Contral Government or any State 
Government or any local authority ; 


under any law or otherwise, such person shall be entitled to 

receive the pension under sub - section ( 1 ) in addition to such 
other pension ; 


Provided that the aggregate of the pension to which 
person is entitled shall not exceed five thousand rupecs ." .

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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Joint Committee on Salary and Allowances of Members of 
Parliament has made several recommendations for increasing the pension 
and existing facilities of Members of Parliament and ex -Members of 
Parliament. It is proposed to implement the following recommendations 
as accepted by the Government of India :- -- 


(i) a Member of Parliament may have a companion while per 
forming air journey ; so , however, that the air journey per 
formed by the companion will be computed towards the existing 
ceiling of 16 singlc air journeys; 


(ii ) increase in minimum pension to Rs. 1250.00 per inensem to 
ex -Members of Parliament and additional pension to Rs. 100 . 00 per 
mensem for each additional year of membership beyond 5 years , 
subject to maximum ceiling of Rs. 5000.00 per mensem ; 


(iii) grant of pension as ex -Member to be in addition to other pen 
sions subject to a maximum ceiling of Rs. 5000.00 per mensem on 
all such pensions. 


2 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objects .

FINANCIAL MEMORANDUM 


Clause 3 of the Bill seeks to amend section 8A of the Act, to provide 
for increase in the amount of pension for ex -Members of Parliament,

annum approximately ,
